Rules allowing bolters from the 
democratic party in the last presiden- 
tial election to participate in a pri- 
mary for congress on September 11, 
but requiring them to express ap- 
proval of the platform adopted at 
Houston were adopted Monday after- 
noon by the democratic executive com- 
mittee for the fifth congressional dis- 
trict in a meeting in the courtroom 
of Judge Jesse M. Wood.

adopted by unanimous vote Monday, 
do not bar the anti-Smithites from 
running for congress to succeed the 
late Leslie J. Steele, but the pledge 
adopted requires loyalty to the party 
in the future. 
Counties Fix Fees 

Fees to be paid by candidates in 
the primary are to be fixed by the 
executive committee of each county 
in the district, In the event the coun- 
ty committee fail to meet and fix 
the fees by August 10 the chairman 
of the district committee is empow- 
ered to act- 

Rules for the primary provide that 
all persons desiring to be candiates in 
the primary shall file their written 
notices with the secretary of the com- 
mittee on or before August 15, and 
shall exhibit to the secretary receipts 
showing payment of fees. 

The candidates receiving a plurality 
of votes in-the primary in each county 
is to name delegates from that coun- 
ty to ‘a convention of delegates to 
meet in the state senate chamber at 
10 o’clock on the morning of Septem- 
ber 14. Delegates so appointed are to 
go to the convention instructed to 
yote for the candidate who receives a 
plurality of votes in the county rep- 
resented by them. The number of 
delegates is to be twice the number 
of representatives of the county in the 
house of representatives of Georgia. 

The rules further provide that the 
delegates shall elect such officers as 
they deem necessary, and then proceed 
to ballot on the nomination of the can- 
didate.

Senate Hears Amendment

Insight into the attitude of the state 
senate toward the Boykin 6-cent gaso- 
line tax bill passed last week by the 
house of representatives was afforded 
Monday by the introduction of a con- 
stitutional amendment designed to es-

The amendment was offered jointly 
by Senators Neill and Myrick, presi- 
dent and vice chairman of the rules 
committee, respectively. If passed by 
both branches of the legislature and 
by popular referendum at the next 
general election, it would expressly 
give the general assembly authority 
“to «:tend aid to counties of the state 
for highway construction and to pro- 
vide an equalization fee for education- 
al purposes.” 

Allocation of one cent of the six-cent 
tax to-counties fer local roads and of 
one cent to the common school equali- 
zation fund is provided in the house 
measure. Constitutionality of these 
sections is generally conceded about 
the capitol to be an open question, 
and it is to meet these objections that 
the amendment is offered. 

Explanation by Myrick. 

Senator Myrick, one of the strongest 
opponents of the gasoline tax in the 
upper house and one of the co-authors 
of the constitutional amendment, is- 
sued a statement Monday in which 
he exvlained the alleged unconstitu- 
tionality of the bill antl why the 
amendment introduced by him and 
President Neill was needed.

Stowaway Must Go Home 
by Ship—Graf Leaves 
Wednesday on Long 
Voyage Around Globe.

Lakehurst, N. J., August 5.—The 

great dirigible Graf Zeppelin, thrice 
conqueror of the air trail over the 
Atlantic, was fueled this afternoon 
for its greatest adventure—a flight 
around the world. 

While congratulations from all 
parts of the earth were showered on 
Dr. Hugo Eckener and his crew, the 
Gl-year-old commander of the airship 
told of his plans to encircle the globe 
in 22 days. He hopes to start the 
world.fligcht Wednesday. 

Simultaneously, it was learned that 
the German operators of the huge dir- 
igible are proceeding with plans for 
the construction of four new Zeppe- 
lins twice the size of the Graf to use 
in a trans-Atlantic passenger service 
starting in 1931, with a schedule of 
three ocean voyages every fortnight. 

When the silver-gray giant returns 
to America at the end of the around- 
the-world flight, it probably will be 
the last visit to this country. The 
owners feel they should not take ad- 
vantage of the United States’ gener- 
osity in offering its facilities at the 
naval air station here, and so for the 
present they have given up plans for 


any subsequent flights to the United 
States until they have constructed 
an air base of their own . 

When that has been done, they 
hope to enter into active competition 
with Atlantic steamship lines for the 
ocean passenger travel, with rates far 
below what they are now.

The plan as advocated provides 
that City Attorney James L. Mayson 
shall confer with the attorney of the 
county board of education to devise 
a bill to be submitted té& the state 
legislature which would allow the nee- 
essary charter changes subject to a 
referendum. It further provides that 
the section of the city which is a part 
of DeKalb county shall be represent- 
ed on the governing board by one rep- 
resentative, the remaining members to 
be elected by the county at large. 

The measure itself states that the 
general assem'ly of the state of Gevr- 
gia shall be requested to pass an act 
amending the charter of the city plac- 
ing its educational system in charge 
of the board of education of Fulton 
county which is to have a member- 
ship of not more than seven and that

It also provides that legislation be

CHARGE OF MURDER 


“Red” 
Killing Man at Harris- 
burg, Pa. 


Harrisburg, Pa., August 5.—(A)— 
Samuel “Red” Crane, 34, of this city, 
major and minor league baseball play- 
er, whose diamond career has carried 
him into all sections of the country, 
was in jail here today awaiting the 
formal lodging of a murder charge 
against him. 

Crane surrendered to police early 
yesterday in connection with the slay- 
ing of Jack Oren, 28, of this city, and 
the serious wounding of Miss Della 
Lyter, 26, also of this city, in a hotel 
room late Saturday night. Oren died 
five hours after the shooting, the girl 


'was still in a critical condition at a 


hospital today. Police said Crane 
shot them while under the influence 
of liquor. 

Corporal Wolfe, of the state high- 
way patrol, who was at the scene 
when the shooting occurred, told 
authorities that Crane entered the 
rear door of a side room which Oren 
and Miss Lyter had just entered, 
fired two shots at the girl and then 
turned the weapon, a .38-calibre re- 
volver, on Oren, who had jumped 
from his seat at a table, and had 
struck Crane with a’ ukelele. Crane 
then disappeared but went to the po- 
lice headquarters about two hours 
later with the explanation “I’m told 
I shot a man.” :

A Few Chances To Learn. 


Gesides, I have had a_ few fair 
chances to learn a little about con- 
stitutional conventions, 

It is well-known to intelligent Geor- 
gians that I was the stenographic re- 
porter of the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1877. recording the proceedings 
fully for daily publication in ‘The 
Constitution, and that my volume of 
the debates is now 
of reference in the higher courts. The 
convention highly commended my 
work. 

When, later on, the Florida conven- 
tion was making a constitution, its 
president, Samuel Vasco, afterward 
United States senator. called me to 
Tallahassee to recount the Georgia 
convention ; to explain the reasons for 
certain things in the Georgia consti- 
tution that were thereafter embodied 
in» the Florida constitution. And 
that’s that! 

In 1889 I was consulted freely at 
Sioux Falls by members of the con- 
vention making the constitution under 
which. South Dakota was admitted to 
the Union. 

Later in that year and 1890 I fur- 
nished much information on consti- 
tution making in Georgia to my col- 
lege-mate, James W. Reid, in Idaho, 
who was the father of the constitu- 
tion of that new state. 

I did a like service for members of 
the original constitutional conventions 
of Oklahoma and Arizona. 

Those are facts of record, but do 
not justify me in presuming to claim 
as much knowledge of constitutional 
conventions as has Hon. Fermor Bar-

Asking Only a People’s Convention. 

Ail of my offense was humbly try- 
ing to call attention to the indefeasible 
principle that a convention to revise, 


mental character of a state should be 
a “peoples convention.”

Thomas Jefferson, James Madison, 
James Wilson, Tom Paine.” Vattel, 
and all other accepted constitutional 
authorities are at one on the propo- 
sition that existing officials have no 
right to dictate to the people how and 
by whom they will change the consti- 
tution of their government. 


The constitution of Georgia says in 
plain terms: 

““No convention of the people shall be 
called by the general assembly to revise, 
amend, or change this constitution, unless 
by the coneurrence of two-thirds of all the 
members of each house of the general as- 
sembly. The representation in said conven- 
tion shall be based on population as near as 
practicable.’’ 

_The requirement “as near as prac- 
ticable”’ is not a fanciful one, but a 
mathematical one to be found from 
the most reliable census. Accuracy 
to the unit is not, of course, impera- 


proximately equal constituency for

That is what the 

constitution demands without evasion.

How It Was Done in 1877. 


' When the general assembly provided 
'for the convention of 1877 it had be- 
| fore it for apportionment purposes 
‘only the padded and unreliable cen- 
er of 1870—then six years out oi 
date. 

The best recourse was to make each 
of the 44 state senatorial districts an 
election district for delegates to th» 
constitutional convention. 

But did they give each district an 
equal number of delegates, as it had 
its. one senator equally with all the 
other districts? 

It did not! It carefully estimated 
from the tax rolls of the counties the 
approximate population of each sena- 
torial district. Then it began with 
the district having the least popula- 
tion—which happened to be the 15th 
—and assigned to it one delegate only. 
Then there were six other districts in 
the next bracket that got only two 
delegates each. They were the 3d, 
4th, 5th. 6th, 32d and 40th districts. 
Then followed other counties, with in- 
Beege?, numbers of delegates, up 10 

the 35th, the Atlanta district, to 

' which were assigned nine delegates— 
the only district having so many. And 
in that way the whole people of the 
state were as fairly represented as pos- 
sible.

Let Us Have the Convention. 


That we need a genuine peoples 
| constitutional convention in Georgia 
every rational person less than the 
' Lord in Heaven knows only too well. 
This writer, who knows so little about 
constitutional conventions according 
to Mr. Barrett, has at least known 
that much for 20 years past, and has 
so written and spoken hundreds of 
times. : 

But when such a convention 1s 
‘ealled, if ever, which 1 seriously doubt, 
let it be a truly representative con- 
vention of the people. 

To base it, as Mr. Barrett, would 
upon the present membership of the 
house, would not be constitutional, 
representative, democratic, or just. 

The house of the general assembly 
does not.represent the people, but thie 
counties. It is as undemocratic 4»s 
anv soviet bunch in Russia.

Text of Bill, 


The bill as redrafted by Represen- 
tative Davis is as follows: 

“Committee substitute for House

Be ** enacted by the 
general assembly of the state of Geor- 
via, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, that there is 
hereby created a commission, to be 
known as the Western & Atlanta Rail- 
road Commission, which shall be com- 
posed of R. B. Russell, Jr.. W. Cecil 
Neill, W. F. Jenkins. W. C. Martin, 
W. D. Anderson, C. K, C. Ausley and 
W. T. McIntosh. The commission, as 
constituted, shall perfect its own or- 
ganization and adopt such rules and 
employ such methods of procedure as 
it may deem expedient, subject to 
such limitations and directions as may 
be hereinafter expressed. The mem- 
bers of said commission, other than 
officials of this state, receiving a sal- 
ary. shall receive such compensation 
as the commission, in regular session, 
by vote of a majority, may fix. 
Fixing of Contracts. 

“Section 2. The said Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Commission, shall 
be, and it hereby is verted with full, 
‘complete and plenary power to con- 
traét with any person, fir’: or cor- 
poration, in the name of, and on be- 
half of the state of Georgia, for the 
construction, operation and mainte- 
nance of substantial and permanent 
improvements in the nature of cold 
storage and storage and-or distributing

“First, that said commission shall 
make no contract unless the present 
lessee, the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis railway is a party thereto 
and assents in full to all its provi- 
sions, 


“Second, that the present lease con- 
tract between the state of Georgia and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis railway, dated May 11, 1917, 
shall be and continue the sole and ex- 
clusive measure of the respective 
rights and obiigations of the parties 
thereto, with reference to the use of 
the Western & Atlantic railroad dur- 
ing the term of its lease, except as the 
same may be specifically in terms 
modified by written contract made as 
hereinabove authorized, and except as 
to tuxes and any additional rentals 
and terms that may be agreed upon. 

“Third, that said commission shall 
have no power to agree upon the ex- 
tension of the lease of the Western & 
Atlantic railroad as a whole for a 
period longer than that fixed by the 
lease contract to the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis railway of May 
11, 1917. 


“Fourth, that said commission shall 
have no power to do any act that will 
interfere with or diminish the present 
state of usefulness of said railroad 
right-of-way or of any of its terminal 
property for practical railroad  pur- 
poses. 

No Power to Spend Money. 

“Fifth, that said commission shall 
have no power to obligate the state of 
Georgia to spend any money or ex- 
tend the state’s credit in connection 
with said proposed improvements, nor 
to incur any debt or liability in con- 
nection with any of its acts for or on 
behalf of the state of Georgia, and 
shall provide that any and all in- 
demnities, immunities, releases and 
acquittances and bonds to indemnify 
against damages, as to any damages 
that may occur or accrue by reason of 
the construction and erection and 
operation of any structure or struc- 
tures herein contemplated, that may 
be provided for in any contract to run 
in favor of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
& St. Louis railway, shall likewise 
run to and in favor of the state of 
Georgia and the Western & Atlantic 
railroad, so far as it may be necessary 
to protect either. 

“Sixth, the consent of said cummis- 
sion to the making of any contract 
providing for the erection or construc- 
tion of any such improvements'‘as are 
herein contemplated shall be deemed 
to be at the request of the lessee, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 
railway. 

“Seventh, that said commission 
shall make adequate provision in any 
contract agreed to by it, for the keep- 
ing of any structure contracted for 
on any of the property of the state 
of Georgia, at the site herein designat- 
ed, in the city of Atlanta, in repair 
at the expense of the present lessee,

Intent to Improve. 

“FRighth, that in making any con- 
tract the commission shall keep in 
view the legislative intent of develop- 
ing and improving and: adding to the 
terminal facilities of the property of 
the state of Georgia, in the city of 
Atlanta, for railroad purposes, and 
shall require that any such structures 
so contracted for by said commission 
shall be of substantial and modern 
construction, and so far as possible, 
pleasing in appearance; 

“Ninth, that said commission shall 
not be authorized or empowered to 
grant any option for a lease on any 
of the property of the state of Geor- 
cia herein referred to, for the erection 
or construction of any cold storage 
plant or other structure, the term of 
which shall begin after August 30, 
1921. 

“Section 3.—The commission shall 
have the authority and power to em- 
ploy a secretary and such experts or 
legal council, as it may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this 
act, and to prescribe their duties and 
fix their cempensation for services 
rendered, provided that the expense 
thereof shall be paid out of the appro- 
priation herein made, and provided, 
further, that attorneys’ fees for sery- 
ices rendered to the commission, shall 
not exceed the sum of seven hundred 
and fifty ($750) dollars. 

Full Report Asked. 

“Section 4—The comniission is here- 
by further instructed and directed to 
prepare, so that the same may be 
presented to the general assembly at 
its next session, a full report covering 
in detail its action in conformity with 
the provisions of this act.

$16,000,000 increase for highway 
funds which is claimed for it by ad- 
vocates and that any increase made by 
a six-cent tax would be inadequate to 
pave the state system within the next 
ten years, was made Monday by Sen- 
ator Shelby Myrick, of Savannah, in 
a public statement. 


Senator Myrick said that “based on 
the income from an addition of one 
and a half cents to the highway’s 
share of the gasoline tax it will re- 
quire not less than ten years to com- 
plete the system, and if the present 
legislature adds any portion of the 
contemplated new mileage it is any- 
body’s guess as to when Georgia will 
ever get a modern hard-surfaced sys- 
tem of highways.” 

Increased Funds, 

Figures obtained from the state 
treasurer and from the highway board 
indicate that the increased gasoline 
tax would bring about $3,000,000 to 
the highway funds, based on 1928 re- 
turns of gasoline sales, This combined 
with the income from all sources in- 
cluding the sale of license tags and 
federal funds would give the highway 
board au income of less than $12,- 

1.000, according to the statement.

4,000 Miles Unpaved. 


Four thousand miles of the present 
state system remain to be paved or 
hard-surfaced and 2,000 miles have yet 
to be improved and graded, according 
to the senator’s statement. Consider- 
ing the numerous bridges that must 
be built and the wooden structures 
which must be replaced, it was esti- 
mate! that at least. $150,000,000 is 
needed to complete the system. 

If the numerous additions to the 
state system are adopted.as a part of 
it, as is proposed in measures passed 
Monday by the house of representa- 
tives, the cost of paving the system 
would be immensely increased. One 
highway mileage bill would increase 
the state system of roads from its 
present 6,500-mile limit to nearly 
10,000 miles. 

Even if such roads are not to be 
paved, Senator Myrick pointed out 
that it takes between $300 and $500 a 
year to maintain each mile of read 
that is not hard-surfaced or improved. 


Central Railway Property 


Favored by U. S. Officials 
For Site for Postoffice

Washington, August 5.—(Special.) 
While a final decision is yet to be 
announced members of the federal 
building commission have tentatively 
approved the site offered by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway for the new 
Atlanta federal building and are will- 
ing to close the deal if officials of 
the company will make a satisfactory 
reduction in the original price de- 
manded, 


First Assistant Postmaster General 
Arch Coleman told the Constitution's 
Washington bureau today that the 
building commission, with which he is 
identified, has reached an informal 
agreement that the Central of Geor- 
gia property, located on the Spring 
street viaduct, adjacent to the At- 
lanta terminal station, is the most 
desirable of the 20 sites offered. 

At the same time, he explained that 
one or two other sites in the same gen- 
eral locality are still under considera- 
tion and one of the lot may be ac- 
quired if negotiations are not suec- 
cessful with the railroad. The price 
asked by the railroad for air rights 
over its site at the time formal bids 
were presented to the treasury depart- 


ment was $1,050,000. Mr. Coleman 
declined to say what figure the gay- 
erhment’s representatives have sug- 
gested as reasonable, if any. Also he 
declined to name the other sites which 
are being held in abeyance for con- 
sideration in event negotiations with 
the railroad fail. 

The Atlanta project, he said, prob- 
ably would be taken up again in about 
two weeks, when a decisic- may be 
forthcoming. Fourth Assistant Post- 
master-General Philip is in charge of 
negotiations for the postoffice depart- 
ment. but is away from Washingthn 
for the present and is not expected 
back for several days. 

“From a standpoint of location.” 
said Mr. Coleman, “we consider the 
Central of Georgia property most de- 
sirable, but from a_ standpoint of 
price other sites are now more ac- 
ceptable. The final price will depend 
on future negotiations. We should 
be able to take up the Atlanta proj- 
ect for final consideration within two 
weeks.” 

Congress has authorized an appro- 
priation of $2,100,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of a site and the erection of a 
federal building at Atlanta.

ZEPPELIN REFUELED 
FOR WORLD FLIGHT

Dr. Eckener ever since the dirigible 
was constructed, is of more immediate 
concern, and throughout today, while 
new Visitors arrived by the thousands 
to view the Graf Zeppelin in its han- 
gar, mechanics swarmed oyer the sur- 
face of the big envelope making it 
ready for the initial leg of the flight. 
Departure is set for midnight Wed- 
nesday. 

The dirigible has been booked ‘to 
its capacity. It will carry three pas- 
sengers for the globe-circling cruise, 
six others for Freidrichshafen and a 
large load of freight. 

“Three of the passengers tho came 
over on the voyage just completed 
were so pleased they begged me to 
allow them to go back on the return 
trip.” said the venerable commander 
of the dirigible. “I was very sorry 
that I had to refuse. but we were all 
booked for the return trip some time 
azo.” 


$9,000 Trip Ticket. 


The cost of the round-the-world 
ticket is $9,000. Three of the pas- 
sengers were revealed today as Otto 
Hilling. of Bridgeport, Conn.; Joachim 
Rickard. of Boston and Madrid, Spain, 
and Lady Drummond Hay, of Lon- 
don. Lady Drummond Hay was a 
passenger on the Zeppelin’s first flight 
to America. 

Passengers for the flight to Fried- 
richshafen include Morris Shaumofski, 
of Bridgeport; Nathan Wexler and 
William Weber, of New York; Her- 
bert Schlatter, of Philadelphia; r. 
Lesiler Kiep, of Berlin, and Dr. Wal- 
ter Spiess, of the German air min-

Von Meister said that the only im-

Mauretania.

er—the officers of the Graf Zeppelin 
today forwarded the freight, includ- 
ing the young gorilla “Susy,” who al- 
ready has a vaudeville offer, and the 
champanzee “Looey,” who is en 
route to a St. Louis zoo, 

Albert Buschko. the 19-year-old 
stowaway, who said he gave up a 
“promising” career as a baker's ap- 
prentice in Dusseldorf, Germany, in 
the hope of winning fame and money 
through his adventure, remained in 
custody of United States immigration 
officials, who are to deport him on a 
steamer. 

Young Buschko, who was criticized 
bitterly by Dr. Eckener for his 
thoughtlessness in endangering the 
lives of the passengers aboard the 
ship, . tried unsuccessfully to sell 
cameramen the richt to photograph 
him. At length he consented to pose 
for as many pictures as they cared 
to take. 

The stowaway said he was an or- 
phan and that his only possessions 
were a picture of the Graf Zeppelin 
and one of his sweetheart in Dussel- 


rf. 

“I’ve had the thrill now,” he said, 
“and that’s all I wanted, really. I'm 
satisfied to return by boat.” 

Dr. Eckener said young Buschko 
“sot his crazy and stupid idea from 
some of your American stowaways, 
but when he is back in Germany 
steps will be taken to punish him 
severely enough to discourage future 
foolishness of this sort.”

N WAREHOUSE BLAZE 


Smoke Hinders Fighters in 
Stubborn Fire Early 
Monday. 


While volumes of smoke belched 


from the A., B. & C. railroad ware- 
house off Hunter street, between 
Mangum and Elliott streets early Mon- 
day afternoon, firemen from half a 
dozen companies struggled with what 
was one of the smallest but toughest 
problems confronted in some me<ths.
